AAA Wheat Chief Visits 


Officials at N. U. 


Ag College. 


George Farrell, chief of the wheat 
section in the AAA at Washington, 
Saturday declared here that he does 
not believe licensing of farm pro- 
duction will be included in the 
future AAA program. He is here for 
a conference with W. H. Brokaw, 
state corn-hog and wheat admin- 
istrator, and other extension work- 
ers at the Nebraska college of agri- 
culture. Saturday noon, he spoke 
before members of the faculty. 
"Although the response to the 
compluesory control questionnaire 
in the cotton area, wherein 93 per 
cent of the growers favored such a 
plan, was shocking to all of us, I do 
not think licensing is the proper 
method of controlled production," 
Farrell said in speaking before the 
faculty. 
No Conflict. 
Production control associations set, 
up in wheat and now being organ- 
ized under the corn-hog plan in 
practically every Nebraska county, 
Farrell said will not conflict and 
the whole "structure will be de- 
centralized later. He predicted that 
the wheat administration will be de- 
centralized into state and county 
hands within three months. About 
54 million acres of land now are 
under contract in the tJnlted States 
in the wheat program. 
Tracing the development of the 


AAA, the Washington administrator 
pointed out conditions in agricul- 
tural regions 
a year ago, when 
violence marked the "farm front. 
He said there are two ways of look- 
ing at the farm problem. One is to 
let nature take its course and the 
other is to help the farmer. 
"The development of nationalism 
in all countries led the United States 
to do something about the farm 
problem." Farrell declared. "Other 
countries increased their production 
until there is little export business 
for farmers of our country. Even 
with the small -wheat crop of 1933, 
the surplus did not decrease pro- 
portionately. 
Act To Be Imsrored. 
The adjustment administration 
act is not now in its final form, but 
is only crude, much like a newly 
designed car. It must be improved 
upon. We expect to deal with the 
fellow outside the plan who failed 
to sign reduction contracts and he 
may get a "strapping." not by the 
government or the farmers who did 
sign to reduce production, but by 
I himself." 
No mention of the re-opening of 
tbe wheat signing program in Ne- 
braska was made by Farrell Satur- 
day morning, but it was supposed 
that he would give W. H. Brokaw 
something definite about the plan 
by evening, before he left Lincoln.

SUGAR BEETS. 


president finds 
himself in the unpleasant 


position of being under cross fire in the sugar 


beet controversy, precipitated by legislation propos- 
ing to limit the tonnage produced in the United 
States. The figure fixed upon is the average for the 
last three years. There may be reasonable grounds 
for objecting to this base. Conditions from 1931 on 
through have been such that production during the 
three-year period does not furnish a true reflection 
of the beet sugar industry. 


Nebraska's stake is large. It has attained second 


ranking in the country in volume of production. Nor 
does that cold 
figure completely reveal the 
im- 


portance that the beet sugar industry holds in the 
state's plan of diversified farming. At this time, the 
cry is to eliminate surpluses, the most persistent of 
which has centered on wheat and corn. There is 
no surplus of sugar produced in this country, but on 
the contrary, each year requires huge imports. The 
rajto of beet sugar to the total amount consumed in 
*e United States is small. Most of the cane sugar 
eomes from the outside, notably from Cuba. 


Long ago, the beet sugar industry in Nebraska 


passed the experimental stage. It is well-established 


now. 
A year ago, the acreage devoted to it was a 


fifth as great as the total planting of wheat. Fac- 
tories to handle the output of the beet sugar growers 
have been in existence for years, and the industry 
through the various stages from 'the planting of 
beets to the refining processes provides employment 
for thousands of people, represents an investment 
running into the millions, and in no small degree is 
responsible for the retirement of large acreages from 
the troublesome grain crops. 


More recently, Secretary Wallace has said that 


the contemplated legislation did not purpose 
to 


destroy the beet sugar industry, but to place it on 
a securer foundation. His statement was in sub- 
stance a denial of earlier reports that the plan was 
to look entirely to Cuba, and to the southern cane 
sugar interests, for America's sweet. At no time has 
there been an abusive sugar tariff. The mountain 
states and other commonwealths interested in beet 
sugar production have had a difficult, uphill battle 
to fight constantly to obtain the same degree of 
protection accorded many other Industries. 
Through 


trie activity of a dominant industrial bloc, represent- 
ing the more populous regions, and acting in con- 
junction with the southern cane sugar growers, al- 
ways any move to increase duties on sugar imports 
have met with sharp resistance. The industrialists 
were against it, because it increased the price of 
sugar for their large populations. The cane sugar 
growers opposed it, because the beet products came 
in competition with them. The two forces acting 
together defeated repeatedly any effort to hoist 
rates on sugar imports. 


It is the administration's desire to conclude a 


reciprocal trading agreement with Cuba, to furnish 
a market for more American products, especially 
farm products. Cuba has been one of our best cus- 
tomers, the largest importer of lard from the United 
States, and a heavy buyer of meats. There will be 
the utmost sympathy in all parts of the country with 
the administration's efforts to regain lost markets. 
The only way in which we can hope to revive the 
volume of Cuban trade enjoyed until recent years 
is to accept some of their products. Including sugar 
That is recognized, but it does not go to the heart 
of the quarrel which has arisen in Washington, one 
bloc of Secretary Wallace's staff shares the view 
that the beet sugar Industry is uneconomic. 
The 


same indictment may be brought against any Amer- 
ican business or industry which is receiving protection 
under the provisions of the present tariff law. Tha 
bloc loves a fanatical hostility to any activity which 
exists, as it says, as a result of a direct or indirec' 
subsidy. There hasn't been a single year since 1830 
that tbe protective principle of the tariff has not 
been in force in the United States. To attempt to 
unscramble it at this time would result in the col 
lapse of InAstry. The trouble came as a result o 
insatiable greed on the part of tariff protected In 
dustries. The beet sugar people were not conspicuou 
in that drive which gave the United States the 
Smoot-Hawley tariff law. which was responsible di 
rectly for the retaliatory measures taken by foreign 
countries, and which likewise was responsible fo 
the strangulation of American trade abroad. Th 
beet sugar controversy may be traced to injudiciou- 
tinkering on the part of some free thinkers unde 
Mr. Wallace, and were they given full rein, thej 
would work an incalculable harm to the State 
Nebraska. 


SCHOOL LAND ABUSES TO CEASE. 


wT GOES without saying that Land Commissioner 
Mconklln and the board of educational lands and 
funds will have the great force of public opinion ol 
Nebraska'* citizenship behind them in their efforts 
to place the state school land leasing system on » 
basis which will end the old system of political 
favoritism in letting many tracts of such land out 
at absurdly low rental rates. 


When this is done it will very substantially in- 


crease the amount of revenue for the temporary 
school fund, which is distributed 
seml-annually 


among all districts in the state that meet the legal 
requirements as to local levies, number of months 
of school, and courses of instruction given. Instead 
of collecting $400,000 to $500,000 a year from this 
source, the fund very likely will realize a million 
dollars a year or more. In the present condition of 
local school finances, this added income will be very 
welcome to all districts participating. 


A typical instance of the way in which the 


school fund has been losing revenue to which it is 
justly entitled is that reported from Banner county 
by the county board. A 640-acre tract was leased 
in 1927 as "grazing land," at the low rate of $1.50 
an acre; but in the following year the contract 
holder plowed up the land, sowed it to wheat, and 
harvested a crop of 32,000 bushels, which brought 
$1 a bushel, the county board advises Land Com- 
missioner Conklin. For the use of this land 
the 


lessee paid only about $58 a year.. This will now be 
increased to over $300 a year, under the reappraisal 
just made raising the valuation to $8 an acre. 


The state authorities have received communica- 


tions from many persons over the state offering to 
pay much higher rentals for school land than pres- 
ent occupants are contributing. This in itself proves 
that past administrations have been entirely 
too 


easy in dealing with lessees and have not fully pro- 
tected the interests of the school fund. The present 
officials are evincing a very creditable determination 
to abolish this condition. 


For lessees who were really in distress and unable 


to pay their rentals, the last legislature 'granted an 
extension of time in settling up their arrears pro- 
viding they would arrange to pay in advance for 
the last halt of 1933 and give their notes for the 
balance, to mature January 1 a year hence. Many 
of them did so and thus avoided forfeiture of their 
leases. 


Where the delinquencies were not made good, 


the -leases have been cancelled and are being ad- 
ertised for resale to others. 
While the state was 


ustified in dealing leniently with those in financial 
traits a year ago, it« cannot afford to let anyone 
emain indefinitely on its lands without paying. To 
o so would be not only to cheat the school fund 
ut of revenue that belongs to it, but would also 
onstitute an injustice to lessees who were keeping 
up their payments regularly and to citizens willing 
and anxious to lease the unremunerative lands on 
adequate rental rates. 


UNIFICATION IN CHINA. 


is rather 
cheering news coming out ol 


China to the effect that the Canton political 


eaders have agreed to abolish their national offices 
and accept a governor to be appointed by the Nan- 
king government. This action is, as stated a long 
itep toward unification, the one thing needed to 
orward the economic and social condition of that 
strife-torn country. 


In addition to the two rival governments which 


iave been operating for a number of years there 
are innumerable bands of bandits, claiming to be 
revolutionary armies, operating under the leadership 
of military lords or generals, these subsisting by loot- 
ing cities and holding people for large ransoms. 
It 


has seemed impossible to rid the country of these 
brigands, but if there is a real unification of the 
nation, the united governments may be able to place 
in the field armies of sufficient strength to suppress 
them. 


The problem of maintaining a stable and efficient 


government in China is greatly aggravated by the 
fact that on the part of the great mass of the 
people there is no national feeling. They have little 
or no part in the government and have never taken 
any interest in it. They do what they are compelled 
to do with little or no question, having no idea that 
resistance coula be effective or that they might by 
protest bring about any change. 


With a strong government, having at heart only 


the good of the nation and the people, a real na- 
tional spirit might in the course of time be built up. 
But this would of necessity require "a great deal of 
time. Habits of thought and philosophy which have 
been pursued for'many centuries are not easily 
eradicated and these who may undertake such a 
task will have a most difficult job on their hands. 
Indeed it may be a hopeless one. 


Japan is now and for some time has been sound- 


ing the slogan, "Asia for the Asiatics," and this may 
have had something to do with the fusing of the 
two governments. Russia is feared by the Chinese 
quite as badly as it is mistrusted by the Japs, and a 
common cause may have led to preparation for com- 
mon action.

He will 
not be satisfied till he has plumbed 
the profoundest ocean depths, made 
the stratosphere his highway, plant- 
ed his banner on the loftiest ranges 
and mapped out every acreage in 
the Sahara desert. 


It is often said there are no new
